Frederick Fleet', the Titanic" outloo 


man, 
will be subjected to

in an effort to get him to fix the time

field of joe. This he claimed yesterday 
he was unable to do. 


Frederick Fleet was called to the 
stand as the fiist witness 
when the 


hearing lesumed at 10:15 today. Sen- 
ator Burton asked him: 


"When you were 
on the Titanic 


weie your eyes examined? How olten, 
and can jou distinguish colors?" 


"Yes, 
sn." 


"When yoa were leaving the Titanic 
did you see a light'" 


"I saw no light until I got into the 


life boats and then I saw a bright 
light on the forward bow. I do not 
know what it was. Mr. Lightholder 
told me as we were putting off from 
the Titanic to pull .toward -it. We 
never made it." 


Senator Fletcher then asked Fleet 


regarding the loading of the life boats 


"Did 
you ever have any experience 
in loading life boats?" 


"All 
of us do in the White Star 
line " 


He said he saw no life boat other 


than No. 6 in which he pulled away 
with about 30 passengers 


"Weie there any women left on the 


deck who did not get inio the boat?" 
"No sir, I saw none." 
"Did jou hear any cries for help?" 
"Yes, but very faint " 
"Did you go back to help?" 
"Some of the passengeis wanted to 


but the quartermaster m command 
oidered us to keep on rowing." 


"How 
far away trom the 
Titanic 
weie you when it went down?" 


"I must have been a mile " 
Senator Smith again explained the 


purpose of the investigation and Har- 
old C Lowe, fifth officer of the Titan- 
ic, was called. He told of his early 
experience fiom the time he ran away 
to sea at the age ot 14 and shipped on 
a schooner.

as the morning wind came up 


These appeals for aid reached the 
ears of those who were safe in life- 
boats, which were close by — boats 
which were filled to no more than 
one-half their carrying capacity. Yet 
Ihe relief whicih the drowning crieil 
out for was not extended to 'them. 
It was all so harrowing anjl blood- 


curdling—the very thought that as- 
eistance miglit have been rendered, 
Ibut was not given—-that one witness 
•who testified ito it before the sen- 
ate investigating committee 
today 


shuddered and begged to be excused 
from going into details. 


He was Third Officer J. ,J. Pit- 


sma.n, wiho commanded one of the 
lifeboats wliich heard the 
distress 


•cries. 
The same story was told by 


IWajor Arthur Peuohen of Montreal, 
the only passenuger yet to give his 
testimony "oefore the committee, and 
•who was in another of the unfille'l 
"boats. 


Like the .missing horseslhoe nail 
tliat cost a monarch

the failure t>o provide binoculars or 
spyglasses for the lookouit on 
the 


Titanic was one contributing cause 
of that Chip's loss.
